Under the terms of a bill proposed by 
the War Department which the commit- 
tee ordered reported to the House, burial 
aut Government expense would be author- 
ized where the family of the deceased de- 
sires that he be buried in a nearby civil 
inn cemetery rather than be sent to a 
military cemetery. The Government, 
under the bill, would also pay for the 
burial lot in such cases, with a limit of 
cost of $50. Existing law gives these | 
rights to the civilian components of the 
Army.

acts Without delay. 

General Gasser testified first at the 
pearing. His statement, in part, follows : 

The purpose of the bill under consideration 
is to abolish the General Staff Corps eligible 
list by amending the first paragraph of sec- 
tion 5 of the National Defense Act as amended 
and by rescinding the second paragraph ot 
section 5 which relates to the adding of offi- 
cers’ names to the original eligible list. 

The third sentence of the proposed 
reads: 

“The General Staff with troops shall con- 
sist of such number of officers not below 
the grade of captain as may be necessary to 
perform the General Staff duties of the 
headquarters of territorial subdivisions, ap- 
propriate installations, General — Head- 
quarters, armies, Army corps, divisions, 
General Headquarters Air Force, brigades, 
and similar units, and as military attachés 
abroad.” 

The language of this sentence differs from 
the language of the existing law in respect 
to the designation of certain additional units 
or installations to which officers of the General 
Staff with troops may be assigned. The word 
“departments” has been changed to read; 
“erritorial subdivisions” as a more appro 
priate designation, denominating the existing 
corps areas and overseas departments, and 
the words “appropriate installations” have 
been added so that it will be possible when 
the contingencies of the service require to set 
up a General Staff organization for the im- 
portant activities of the zone of the interior 
not now specifically provided for in the exist- 
ing law. 

General Staff For GHQ Air Force 

The language of the proposed amendment 
includes “General Headquarters” and “General 
Headquarters Air Force” as appropriate units 
authorized to be assigned General Staff offi- 
cers. This provision is believed to be essen- 
tial and merely takes into account the changes 
in organization which have occurred since the 
enactment of the 1920 law. These changes are 
corrective only and do not change the intent 
or purpose of the existing law. The signifi- 
cant change in the proposed legislation occurs 
in the next sentence. The existing law reads: 

“In time of peace the detail of an officer 
asa member of the General Staff Corps shall 
be for a period of 4 years, unless sooner 
relieved, and such details shall be limited 
to officers whose names are borne on the 
list of General Staff Corps eligibles.” 

The last sentence of the proposed first sec- 
tion of the legislation omits reference to the 
list of General Staff Corps eligibles. It reads 
as follows: 

“In time of peace the detail of an officer 
asa member of the General Staff Corps shall 
be for a period of 4 years, unless sooner 
relieved.” 

Section 2 of the proposed legislation, re- 
scinding the second paragraph of the exist- 
ing law, is in conformity with the purpose 
of the first section of the bill which is in- 
tended to remove all reference to the General 
Staff eligible list and the manner of attaining 
4 position on that list by reason of graduation 
from certain specified schools.

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Press for Enlisted Pay 
Hearings This Congress 


Despite the set-back of an unfavor- 
uble report from the Administration on 
the enlisted pay bill, hope is held that 
hearings can be held on the measure 
this session at which the full facts of 
the situation can be put before Congress. 

Senator Sheppard, chairman of the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee, has 
promised hearings on his bill to increase 
the compensation of enlisted men of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard, which is identical to the House 
bill sponsored by Representative Izac, D 
of Calif., on which the War and Navy 
Departments last week submitted ad- 
verse reports. The bills are backed by 
the Regular Veterans Association. While 
there is little chance of a pay increase at 
this time in view of the attitude of the 
Administration, it is believed that hear- 
ings now would be beneficial in laying 
the ground-work for action later, 

Meanwhile, the House Pensions Com- 
mittee is expecting early next week, a 
communication from the Veterans Ad 
ministration favoring an increase in the 
compensation paid to enlisted men dis- 
charged for disability in peace-times It 
ix understood that the Administration 
will propose that the Regular Service 
peace-time rates be increased, probably 
to three-quarters of the war rates, and 
that, in addition, men with more than 
ten year’s service be allowed increased 
compensation based upon their active 
duty pay. 

In the War Department report on the 
Izac bill, the text of which was published 
in the ArMy AND Navy JouRNAL last 
week, the Secretary of War declared that 
he favored increasing the pay of Army 
enlisted men when the Administration 
approves the expenditure of the addi- 
tional money required but outlined a dif- 
ferent plan than that set forth in the 
bill. He called attention to the fact that 
the present Navy and Coast Guard pay 
seale is higher than that of the Army 
and Marine Corps and declared that the 
base pay of the fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades of the latter two services should 
be equalized with the Navy as the first 
step to be taken in any revision of the 
pay laws. 

Listing the priority in which he be- 
lieves pay increases should be accomp- 
lished, Secretary Woodring declared 
that after the base pay of the Army is 
made equal with that of the Navy at an 
estimated annual cost of $7,349,608, the 
longevity pay of the Army and Marine 
Corps should be equalized with that of 
the Navy and Coast Guard at an esti- 
mated annual cost for the Army of $1,- 
418,376. Restoration of the reenlistment 
allowance, which will occur automatic- 
ally on July 1, 1938 if no further ac- 
tion is taken by Congress, was listed as 
third priority, followed by equalization 
of the allowances for quarters for Army 
DEML men, retirement of Army special- 


ists with retired pay based on their 
specialist pay, and utilization of the 


seventh pay grade for recruits and men 
in bad conduct only. The total cost for 
these increases would be $20,332,581. 

On a second list of priorities to come 
after the first list, Mr. Woodring pro- 
posed: maintenance of 1,500 first grade 
men, holding master or first sergeant’s 
warrants: maintenance of 3,000) third 
grade men, holding platoon sergeant 
posts ; additional increases in grades and 
ratings costing $4,314,780. The total cost 
of these increases, the War Department 
states, would be about five million dol- 
lars less than the cost of the present 
bill for the Army, which was estimated 
at $82,614,877. Any general increase in 
the base pay of enlisted men, it was de- 
clared, should come as a third priority 
after the above. 


When hearings are held on the pay 
legislation the Regular Veterans Asso- 


ciation will present the results of a recent 
study it has made comparing the pay of 


enlisted men of the Regular Services 
with that of unskilled labor in the 
United States. The Association found 


that the average pay of all enlisted men 

and allowance was made for food, 

quarters, clothing, hospitalization, ete—

is one cent per hour less than the average 
pay of an unskilled Negro laborer just 
starting to work in the Southern states.

The United States of America is now pay- 
ing its enlisted men in the Regular Establish- 
ment an average of one cent less per hour 
than the southern states pay their negro 
laborer as a starting wage. 

Statistics used in tables 1 and 2, following, 
have been taken from the Department of 
Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics, Serial No. 
Rt 682. Statisties used in table 3, following, 
are compiled from the pay and allowances 
now prevalent in the U. S. Army, and are 
approximately uniform throughout the ser- 
vices.

The rawest recruit in the seryice today re- 
ceives but one cent per hour over the rate 
paid the negro laborer in the lowest wage state 
of the South and the recruit puts in 24 hours 
on the job, or available immediately thereto. 

Every man in service (enlisted) receives an 
average wage, per hour, of one cent less than 
the South averages in wages to its negro 
laborer just starting work, 

The entrance wage for enlisted men in the 
service is approximately 49 per cent lower 
than the South pays its negro laborer as 
entrance wage, and approximately 63 percent 
lower than the South pays its laborers, re- 
gardiess of color or race, 


General Pershing in New York 


New York—The great stamina which 
General Pershing possesses was never 
more in evidence than on the occasion of 
his arrival in New York on Wednesday 
from Tucson, Arizona. Alighting from his 
car, brushing aside a wheel chair which 
was in waiting, facing a barrage of 
cameras, and smilingly greeting the small 
crowd welcoming him, he walked with 
sure step to the elevator which conveyed 
him to his rooms at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
It was a delight to his friends to see the 
General convalescing so satisfactorily 
from the serious illness he has suffered. 
Naturally he was somewhat tired by the 
three days railroad journey, but Dr. Rol- 
and Davison, his physician, who accom- 
panied him, stated he had slept well, ex- 
cept during the last night, and he pre- 
dicted that a short rest would overcome 
the fatigue. It did. The General’s heart 
is now functioning normally, and he is 
displaying his usual keen interest in pub- 
lic, and particularly Service affairs. The 
General must, of course, be careful until 
he regains his old time strength. His 
illness was necessarily depleting, but there 
has been such steady progress towards 
recovery as to encourage Dr. Davison 
to believe he will achieve his goal—the 
General again enjoying a horseback ride. 

The General witnessed the wedding of 
his son Warren to Miss Muriel Bache 
Richards, which occurred yesterday after- 
noon at St. Thomas Episcopal Church. 
Accompanied by his sister, Miss May 
Pershing, who has been his devoted at- 
tendant especially during his illness, and 
by some intimate friends, including Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Charles G. Dawes, he went 
to the church and followed the marriage 
ceremony with paternal interest. After 
giving his blessing to the young couple, 
he returned to his rooms. He will stay 
in New York for a few days, and then 
proceed to Washington accompanied by 
Miss Pershing and his loyal aide, Capt. 
George Adamson, It is reported that the 
General is contemplating a_ visit to 
France in June. 

In conveying to the General the Army's 
delight at his recovery, the ARMY AND

Approve Educational Orders Bill 


The House Military Committee this 
week approved the Smith bill authorizing 
the War Department to place educational 
orders with private manufacturers to 
familiarize them with the production of 
munitions and special and technical equip 
ment used by the Army. 

Under the bill introduced by Represen 
tative J. Joseph Smith, D. of Conn., and 
reported to the House without amend 
ment, expenditnre of $2,000,000 per year 
for five years in letting the educational 
order contracts would be authorized, The 
measure was strongly recommended by 
the War Department, and approved by 
the Bureau of the Budget to the extent of 
$5,000,000, The committee, however. 
voted to allow the full $10,000,000 asked 
in the bill. The report on the bill (HR 
6246) follows: 

The purpose of this bill is to complete our 


plans for military preparedness for any 
emergency by perfecting our plans for in 
dustrial preparedness. Our arsenals are able 


to supply most of our peacetime needs for 
munitions to be used by the troops in their 
peacetime training. They are not, however, 
large enough, or capable of sufficient expan 
sion, to take care of the tremendous needs for 
monitions during an emergency. To provide 
sufficient munitions during an emergency, it 
is necessary, therefore, cither to build up a 
physical reserve of all types of munitions, in 
cluding instruments, weapons and ammuni 
tion to carry us through the period of the 
emergency, (at least until such time as addi 
tional arsenals could built and equipped 
and men trained, or private plants equipped 
and men trained to turn out munitions in 
sufficient quantities to meet the needs of the 
troops in the emergency) or to equip and train 
arsenals and private plants in peacetime 
Obviously, the quicker we can get into pro 
duction during the time of emergency, the 
smaller physical reserve of munitions we will 
need to maintain in time of peace to be ready 
for emergency. This bill would allow the War 
Department to place small orders with plants 
which under its war plans would be used for 
the production of munitions in time of emer 
geney so that those plants would be able to 
turn munitions ont In a much shorter time 
than would otherwise be the case 

It takes time, often many months, to make 
jigs, dies, fixtures and other aids to 
mannfacturing, and to lay ont the shop prac 
tice for the production of munitions and 
weapons of war. The provision of the tools 
alone, which onder this bill would be the 
property of the War Department, would ent 
down the time, from the beginning of the 
emergency until it was possible for the fac 
tories to get into production in quantity, by 
at least five months on the average. We do 
not have 


tools, 


sufficient reserves of war materials | 


now. We must either provide them or pro 
vide some means of acquiring them rapidly 
after the beginning of the emergency. 

It is not the intention of the committee to 
allow the War Department to purchase Its 
general supplies without régard to the bid- 
ding statute. Your committee feels that Sec- 
tion 8709 of the Revised Statutes should be 
followed in all ordinary purchases. It feels, 
however, that a limited exception should be 
made in this case, limited by the amount 
nuthorized each year in a long-term program 
and also limited by the requirement in the 
bill that any order let under this proposal 
shall be let only after the specific approval of 
the President. 

The need for a program of the sort pro 
vided for in this bill is apparent. It will 
greatly advance our industrial preparedness 
for emergency. The War Department is 
strongly in favor of the legislation.

National Guard Camps 
The War Department this week issued 
a list of National Guard Field Training 
Camps, 1938, indicating the unit, places 
and dates of the Summer camps. 
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Naval Appropriations 

The 1989 Naval appropriation bill was 
written into its final form this week as 
conferees of the Senate and House 
reached an agreement on disputed items, 
cutting nearly three million dollars from 
the total as passed by each House. The 
bill now carries $546,866,494—a record 
high since post World War years—as 
against $549,227,842 approved by the Sen- 
ate, $549,195,494 as passed by the House, 
budget estimates totaling $564,406,461, 
and current appropriations amounting to 
$516,543,308, 

The report was approved in both 
houses, April 21, and sent to the Presi- 
dent. 

Funds are provided in the bill to lay 
down 22 ships and carry on the con- 
struction of 72 others. Two battleships, 
two light cruisers, eight destroyers, six 
submarines, a minesweeper, a submarine 
tender, an oiler and a fleet tug will be 
laid down during the fiscal year 1939 
under the bill, with supplemental ap- 
propriations expected to be submitted for 
ndditional ships as soon as the expansion 
bill now before the Senate is enacted. 

Only the Chief of the Bureau of Aero- 
nuutics among the aviators of flag rank 
will receive flight pay under the measure. 
The Navy Department had proposed that 
four rear admirals in aviation posts re- 
ceive the fifty percent increase, the House 
allowed two and the Senate none, While 
the bill simply limits the number of flag 
officers drawing flight pay to one without 
stating who shall receive it, the confer- 
ence report revealed that it will go to 
the Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics 
rather than to one of the aviation high 
commands in the Fleet. 

The Senate conferees agreed to with- 
draw the Senate amendment adding 
536,850 to the ship construction funds to 
permit changes to be made in the design 
of ships after they have been completed. 
The House had not allowed budget es- 
timates for this purpose on the ground 
that the Navy should seek modernization 
or repair funds rather than use new con- 
struction money for this purpose. 

Five hundred thousand dollars was al- 
lowed for the procurement of reserves of 
strategie and critical materials. The 
Jlouse had voted three million dollars for 
this purpose, the Senate nothing. The 
next year’s enlisted increase will be 5,050 
(averuge strength maintained) as pro- 
posed by the House rather than 5,285 
us proposed by the Senate. 

Senate amendments as to shore con- 
struction and public works were com- 
promised as follows: $160,000 for four 
sets of officers at the Naval Station, 
Balboa, C. Z. and nine sets of officers at 
the Submarine Base, Coco Solo, C. Z. 
agreed to; $11,250 for repairs to a bridge 
over Dorsey Creek at the Naval Acad- 
emy disapproved; use of appropriated 
funds to sink a well at the Naval Acad- 
emy, approved; increase in the limit of 
cost from $500,000 to $800,000 on a store- 
house at the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
approved; use of funds appropriated for 
harbor and channel improvement at the 
Pearl Harbor Navy Yard anywhere in 
the Hawalian Islands, approved. 

Two Senate amendments dealing with 
the Marine Corps were approved by the 
conferees, one adding $15,000 for trans- 
portation of antiaircraft searchlights and 
the other continuing the present limita- 
tion on employment of enlisted men at 
Marine Corps Headquarters rather than 
providing for their eventual substitu- 
tion by civilians. 

Another Senate amendment approved 
will broaden the source of income from 
sules of obsolete stores, ete., to be used 
to butld up the naval supply account fund,

A subcommittee of the House Naval 
Committee this week recommended favor-

It is expected at Coast Guard Head- 
quarters that the report of the selection 
board which convened on April 15 will not 
be officially made public until about two 
months after it has been submitted to the 
Commandant. 

Rear Adm. Russell R. Waesche, com- 
mandant of Coast Guard, said this week 
that officers selected for retirement, or 
officers selected out of the line of pro- 
motion, would have 30 days in which to 
appeal the decision of the board.

(Age 
no bar to these courses). (e) One chief radio 
electrician or radio electrician for a course in 
radio engineering at the Capital Radio Engi- 
neering Institute, Washington, D. C., begin- 
ning about Sept. 20, 1938. 

“Selections for courses in marine engineer- 
ing (design) at the U. 8S. Naval Academy Post- 
graduate School, radio engineering at Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, naval con- 
struction at Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, have already been made, and appli- 
cations for these courses for this year will not 
be considered.”

THERE WAS LAUNCHED at the Bath Iron Works last Saturday an 1850 ton 
destroyer bearing the name of Sampson. It is the second ship of the Navy to be so 
christened. To live up to the memory of the man which it honors, the vessel must 
maintain the highest efficiency both in peace and war. For Admiral Sampson demon- 
strated in life such efficiency. He was one of the builders of the Navy we have today. 
He was not only an excellent seaman, an ordnance expert, an evaluator of affairs as 
they impinged upon the United States, a student of war in all its aspects, but he was 
a leader, a leader whom men could follow because they instinctively knew: that his 
decisions were based upon knowledge and sound judgment. The Navy of yesterday 
realized the outstanding character of this man, as did the Nation. Prior to the War 
with Spain, he was Chief of Ordnance, and the development of the gun, the armor 
plate, the shell, and the torpedo received impetus during his administration ; and our 
men-of-war properly ranked second to none in the world. When the Maine was de- 
stroyed in Havana Harbor, the country expressed satisfaction at his appointment as 
Chairman of the Board of Inquiry. The ill-health of Rear Admiral Sicard necessitated 
his relief from the command of the North Atlantic Squadron on the eve of the War 
with Spain. There was unanimous approval of the selection of Rear Admiral Samp- 
son as his successor. It was Admiral Sampson who was in command of the forces that 
located and blockaded Cervera’s squadron in the harbor of Santiago de Cuba. Al- 
though he was only a few miles distant in his flagship when Cervera made his suicidal 
attempt to escape, his ships were so well stationed that the Spanish vessels quickly 
were destroyed. In the controversy with Rear Admiral Schley, Sampson conducted 
himself with his usual poise and understanding, and from it he emerged with a more 
universal appreciation of his greatness. By the perpetuation of his name, of the names 
of the other eminent naval leaders in our history, the Government is keeping alive 
those high traditions which inspire the ambition of emulation in the breasts of their 
successors. 


NO. MORE, EFFECTIVE STEP toward the establishment of world peace can be 
taken, than, through the execution of the naval authorization program which is pro- 
ceeding, towand final enactment. That program is based upon three of the largest and 
most, powerful battleships, and, two of the most modern airplane carriers that ever 
haye, been planned. Its cost can. be borne by our Treasury, it can be borne by the 
Treasury of Great Britain, which is executing a like program. It can be borne by no 
other: Nation, certainly, not. by: France, which is beset with financial difficulties; by 
Italy, which, must determine its naval needs by the closed sea of its interests, and 
whieh, in,any case,, has not.the, money; by Germany, bound by Treaty with Great 
Britain to maintain,a ratio with the latter's fleet, and also lacking the means, and by 
Japan which is feeling the pinch of expenditures in connection with her Chinese ad- 
venture, and is now denying that she is contemplating the building of huge ships. 
Therefore, the two great Naval powers, the United States and Great Britain, when 
their programs shall have been completed, will be dominant upon the oceans, and 
aggressive nations must listen to their voice for peace as the world did for nearly a 
century when Britain was Mistress of the Seas. It is costly to build 100 million dollar 
battleships, yes. But war is far more costly, for it not only dissipates treasure but 
destroys life. We cannot conceive of the United States and Great Britain building 
many such vessels. Admitting their power, their value as floating fortresses, difficult 
(to,sink or,even.seriously, to injure, their number is limited: both by the expense of their 
construction,amd, their, ypkeep. But, besides having an effeet upon current conditions, 
| they avill,proamete,a. cause which; the, Navy, in, common with the -American.and. ether 
Peoples ardently support, that of.limitation of armaments. Therefore, these, proposed 
_leviathans truly, may be called peace.makers, and as such welcomed by all who desire 
‘that international .war.shall, cease.

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- SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 








Foreign Affiairs—Two events occurred this week which are encouraging for the 
development of-European peace. First, was the treaty announced by Great Britain 
and Italy for the settlement of the irritating questions existing between them, and 
the second was general recognition in the Old World of the impending success of the 
Franco insurgents in Spain, President Roosevelt hailed the British-Italian agreement 
aus “proof of the value of peaceful negotiations.” He did not comment on the political 
features of the agreement, but what, he said was interpreted, not only as signifying 
endorsement. of the method followed by London and Rome to settle their disputes, 
but as curbing a move in the House of Representatives to have the State Department 
denounce Italy, Germany and Japan as violators of, treaties of which the United 
States is a signatory. A further interpretation of the President's statement was that 
it was designed to promote the pending negotiations between France and Italy for the 
arrangement of their controversies and the proposed negotiations between Great 
Britain and Germany and France and Germany for the adjustment of. the disputes 
which have endangered their relations. The comment in Washington is that there is 
some slight prospect of the realization of Mussolini’s dream of a four power, pact 
made up of Great Bitain, Germany, France and Italy, which would assure the removal 
of irritation and the establishment of peace on a firm basis. In order. to reach the 
accords with the dictatorial governments of the Continent, it has been necessary 
for Great Britain and France to make some territorial concessions to Italy and prob- 
ably like concessions to Germany. The danger point in the Anglo-German negotiations 
will be the fate of Czecho-Slovakia. In order to lessen Hitler’s hostility, President 
Benes of that state has made important concessions to the German bloc among his 
people. Possibly Prime Minister Chamberlain will deem it wise in order to pacify 
Hitler, to go so far as to restore the former German colonies in Africa to the Berlin 
Government, It has been suggested that the Anglo-Italian agreement was sought by 
Mussolini in order to balance the German threat resulting from Hitler’s absorption 
of Austria. But the information received in Washington indicates that what Mussolini 
did was discussed: fully with Hitler, and that the latter offered no objections to the 
negotiations. If this be true, and the assumption is that it is true, it means the chances 
are good. for.the development of an Anglo-German treaty. Following the overtures 
to Berlin, it. is. believed Mr. Chamberlain will approach Japan with a view to the 
adjustment of the situation in China. Rumors persist of a prospective Anglo-Japanuese 
alliance, but in view of the relations between Germany and Italy, it is altogether 
likely that Tokyo will not commit itself in this matter without an understanding with 
Hitler and Mussolini. The French Government is said to be contemplating steps to 
establish ties with the United States and Great Britain, and reports from Paris include 
this as one of the objects of the visit which Premier Daladier will make on April 28 
to London. What is in the offing. is the proposal for an international conference, 
to be participated in by the Democratic and Dictatorial powers, and the agenda of 
which will include such matters as the establishment of an international medium of 
exchange, the removal of trade barriers, ete., ete. It will be recalled that a conference 
of the same character, held in 1983, was torpedoed by President Roosevelt, which action 
created a great deal of resentment particularly in London and Paris. General Franco 
has reached the Mediterranean, and it is generally accepted he will have a com- 
paratively early triumph over the Madrid-Barcelona Government. In such case, 
Italian troops will be withdrawn, and the Anglo-Italian agreement will enter into 
effect. Among other things this will mean Italy will abandon all designs upon Spanish 
territory either in Europe or Africa, which will safeguard Gibraltar, and recognize 
England’s essential interest in the Mediterranean. Italy received a reaffirmation of 
an old agreement that the Suez Canal should not be closed against either Power at 
any time, which is an effective protection of the Ethiopian conquest. France will cede 
some territory adjoining Ethiopia to Mussolini, and grant access of Ethiopia to the 
Red Sea by the Dijbonti railroad line which she controls. It would seem that England 
and France have given their approval to the gains of aggression, and such action is 
not likely to calm the fears of small countries based upon the known designs of the 
dictatorial governments upon their territory. 


The Caisson —More than thirty years ago, a group of young second lieutenants 
of the 5th Field Artillery introduced to the Army and to the world one of the great- 
est marching songs ever written. The 5th was then stationed in the Philippines, the 
Second Brigade having gone over in 1905 leaving the First Brigade in the States, 
In 1908, the Second was relieved by the First, and incident to the change of stations 
the 5th Field Artillery, for a period of some two weeks, saw both brigades together 
for the first time. Attached to the 5th at that time were 2nd Lt. Robert M. Danford, 
2nd Lt. William Bryden, 2nd Lt, J. B. File, 2nd Lt. W. C. Potter, 2nd Lt. G. H, Payne, 
2nd Lt. A. H. Carter, 2nd Lt. Roy Staver, 2nd Lt, Edmund L. Gruber, and several 
other young officers. 

The 5th immediately became welded together in a bond of military comradeship, 
and at one of the many festive party’s that ensued it was decided to “put the 5th on 
the map” by composing a “5th Field Artillery March.” 

The task of.composition was delegated to Lt. Edmund L. Gruber, now a colonel 
on the War Department General Staff Corps. Lieutenant Gruber, had won con- 
siderable fame at West Point, where as a cadet he had written the words and music 
for “One Hundredth Night,” plays. 

Determined to write a song that would truly be a “Sth Field Artillery March,” 
Lieutenant Gruber decided, to build the theme around an incident in the 5th’s history, 
a very short history at that date. 

He cast about and recalled the record-breaking march that the 2nd Brigade 
had made from the Pampamgan Valley, over the Zambales Mountains to Iba on 
the China Sea. Here was a truly great feat. No other outfit had ever before made 
that march. Travelling on roads where there were roads, and keeping going where 
roads weren’t, the 5th had marched—marched “over hill, over dale, marched in the 
dusty trail,” forded streams, slashed its way through jungle underbrush, surmounted 
every obstacle that an untamed country could present, and had accomplished its 
mission. 

Lieutenant.Gruber had ridden in advance of the outfit day after day, picking out 
the road and serving as a guide for the caissons and guns. Throughout the march, 
as he sat his horse atop the ridges in the Zambales, he heard behind him the rumble 
of the caissons, the shouts of the drivers, the commands of the officers, the clank of 
equipment. The spirit of a Field Artillery outfit on the march began to acquire a 





musical sound, commands and shouts of the officers and .men began. to fit into the 
running tune. 

Thus did Lieutenant Gruber get the basis for the march he had_been, designateg 
to compose. 

The night before officers of the 5th were scheduled to be entertained by the 1st 
Cavalry, of which Capt, Malin Craig was a young officer, the officers of the 5th gathereg 
and Lieutenant Gruber, accompanying himself on the guitar, played his version of 
the march. The other officers of the outfit “barber-shopped” it, making suggestions 
changing wording, and in general rounding the song into shape, It was determined 
to introduce the song for the first time at the Cavalry’s “Despedida’ for the 2nd 
Brigade. 

The night of the party, a GI can was brought into the hall, half of, it painteg 
yellow in honor of the Cavalry and the other half red in honor of the Field Artillery, 
and filled with sparkling burgundy. The Cavalry .officers present, rendered seyerg| 
Cavalry songs, of which a number had been written, and were greatly surpriseq 
when the officers of the 5th arose and announced that they were going to sing the 
“Sth Field Artillery March.” 

The march was an immediate success. 

Of the officers present at the composition of the march, Lieutenant Danford jg 
now Major General Danford, Chief of Field Artillery, Lieutenant Bryden is now 
Major General Bryden, the majority of the other officers are now Colonels, and the 
young Captain of Cavalry, Malin Craig, is now a full General and Chief of Staff 
of the Army. 

The young “shavetails” of the Field Artillery, stationed in the Philippines 
during the “twilight of the empire,” little realized that they had seen the birth of 
one of its greatest Army songs, one destined to be sung throughout the world by 
soldiers and civilians alike. 


Far Eastern Military Situation—The leading elements of the Shantung Expedi- 
tionary Japanese forces which were forced under Chinese pressure to retire from 
Taierchwang, located about 50 miles northeast of Soochow, to the general area: 
Yihsien-Tsaochwang, some 25 miles to the north and rear of Talerchwang, found 
themselves threatened by a Chinese envelopment from both the west and especially 
the east. The eastern threat appeared to be the more serious, since the Chinese 
occupation of the town of Linyi, 30 miles northeast.of the Japanese left (east) flank, 
prevented any direct reinforcement from the troops available at Tsingtao. 

However, in the past few days, strong reinforcing columns sent out from Tsing: 
tao reached and recaptured Linyi, thus materially lessening the danger to which 
the forces at Yihsien and Tsaochwang were exposed. 

Throughout the remainder of Shantung, Chinese guerrilla operations have been 
active along the Tsinpu railroad in rear of the present Japanese operations, along 
the railroad from Tsinan to Tsingtao, and even at Chefoo on the coast of the Gulf 
of Chihli. 

These guerrilla operations are likewise extensive throughout the entire North- 
China theatre, being reported active along the Pinghan railroad from Paoting almost 
to Veiping, and on the Pingsui railroad from Taiyuan south to the Yellow. River. 
Similarly the guerrilla tactics have been extended throughout the Shanghai-Nanking 
sector in central China, with operations reported near Shanghai itself as well as at 
Kashing and west of Lake Tai. 

The morale of the Chinese Army and of the people seems to have reached a new 
high as a result of the recent offensive successes in Shantung after a long period of 
stubborn resistance in that area.

Naval Academy Enters Yacht Race—The yacht Vamarie will be entered by the 
U. S. Naval Academy in the Bermuda Yacht Race which takes place June 20: The 
Vamarie will be commanded by Capt. J. F. Shafroth, USN. Captain Shafroth is no¥ 
in command of the station ship, Reina Mercedes. Comdr. E. H. Vanderkloot, of yacht 
sailing experience, who is now on duty at the Naval Academy, will be second in com 
mand. The crew will be composed of newly commissioned ensigns of the graduating 
class, about four midshipmen of the present second class, and several enlisted met 
The ensigns and midshipmen will be chosen from those who have had deep sea sailing 
experience and racing experience in the Vamarie in Chesapeake Bay. 

The Vamarie is a 72-foot schooner-rigged craft. 

The Vamarie was launched at Bremen, Germany, in June 1933, and after prelimi- 
nary trials was shipped by steamer to this country. Here in 1934 she participated in 
the Miami-Nassau race and in competition with 12 boats which started, the Vamarie 
finished first in an elapsed time of 33 hours, her next competitor finishing 18 hour 
later. In the St, Petersburg-Havana race in the same year she came in first, but wa 
awarded second place on corrected time. Later in the year she competed in the 
Bermuda race and established a record time from Sarah’s Ledge to Bermuda. After 
her return from Bermuda, she defended the Brenton Reef Cup of the New York 
Yacht Club and held the trophy by a margin of 5 hours. In 1934-1935 the Vamarie 
finished first in both the Miami-Nassau and St. Petersburg-Havana races. In the latter 
race she won all trophies open to her on corrected time. In 1935 she finished first ip 
the Newport-Norway race, although she was rated second on this occasion by corrected 
time. In the winter of 1935-1936 she again came in first in both the Miami-Nassav and 
St. Petersburg-Havana races. : 

In view of the fact that several entries in the coming Bermuda race have built 
into them the latest ideas of racing yacht design, it will be interesting to see how the 
veteran Vamarie will compare with the newer entries.

The text of Secretary Woodring’s let- 
ter and the housing program submitted, 
follows :

The Honorable, Federal Emergency Admin- 
istrator of Public Works, Washington, D. C. 
Dear Mr. Administrator: 

I note that the President, in his message 
to Congress on April 14, advocated the ex- 
iture of $450,000,000 for public works in 
addition to a specific expenditure of $25,000,- 
for public buildings. 

In order that you may have at hand the 
latest information on the War Department 
construction needs, I have prepared and sub- 
mit herewith a succinct analysis of the 
Army's principal existing requirements in 
permanent. structures and facilities. This 
list, however, includes only the present 
urgent housing and facility needs of this 
Department, showing only the highest prior 
ities in existing deficiencies in barracks, 
quarters, hospitals, and motorization hous 
ing, and air field utilities. The War Depart- 
ment is prepared to furnish you in any form 
you desire, substantiating evidence for each 
of the items Jisted. 

lam recommending as first priority the con- 
struction of a new War Department build- 
ing. The need for this building and the urg- 
eney for concentrating the various sub-divi- 
sons of the War Department are so great, 
that special attention is being invited to this 
fact, with an earnest request that funds for 
this building be allotted, if provision is to 
bemade for public buildings in Washington. 
This construction is entirely separate, how- 
eer, from the Army's recommendation of 
purely Army construction. This construction 
isnot a War Department function but falls 
properly under the Treasury Department. 

It is doubtful if another Federal program 
ota public works nature contains projects 
for which plants, designs and specifications 
have been so. well perfected. A great bulk of 
the work can be advertised and launched 
within thirty days, and the majority of the 
projects fully completed within twelve months 
after the date that funds hecome available. 
The program will provide widespread relief 
tonnemployment, especially among the build- 
ing trades. . It. will likewise benefit the in- 
dustrial and manufacturing interests 
throughout all sections of the country, A 
nest important feature is the self-liquidating 
muture.of the program. The domiciliary proj- 
ete will result in material savings in ap- 
propriations for rental allowances to per- 
sonnel for whom no quarters are available. 
Also, the construction involved is of a perma- 
nent character and will create appreciable 
wings in the appropriations now spent to 
maintain temporary buildings that are most 
tweconomical to repair and whose replace- 
nent, in any event, will have to be provided 
for within the very near future. 

It is impossible to express in concrete terms 
the. full measure of improvement in the 
Amy’s efficiency and readiness for emergency 
that would result from the application of 
these. funds to this construction.

The selection of General Staff officers eop- 
tinued under this general system up unti 
1920. The Army came out of the World War 
strongly influenced by European views re- 
garding the General Staff and greatly jm- 
pressed with the necessity for providing q 
trained corps of officers fitted through special 
courses of instruction at service schools for 
the performance of General Staff duty. The 
best brains of the Army at that time recon. 
mended strongly the establishment of 4 re- 
‘uirement of graduation from a staff schoo} 
as a prerequisite for consideration for detait 
to the General Staff. However, recognition 
was given in the creation of the initial Gen- 
eral Staff Corps eligible list to efficiency dey- 
onstrated in actual service in the World War. 
With the passing of time, practically all of 
those on the initial list have passed beyond 
the age of suitability of General Staff assign- 
ment and the present eligible list is composed 
largely of those whose eligibility has been 
obtained by reason of being recommended ag 
qualified for General Staff duty upon gradua- 
tion from the Command and General Staff 
School. 

Changing conditions have forced the War 
Department to reexamine its former position 
in regard to the establishment of cligibility 
for General Staff detail and the conclusion 
has been reached that we must now seek g 
liberalization of existing law for reasons 
which I shall now more, fully develop. 

Bad Effect on Morale 

It is certainly desirable that an officer who 
is to perform General Staff duty have the ad- 
vantages that result from pursuing courses 
of instruction at the Command and General 
Staff School and the Army War College. If 
it were possible to offer the opportunity to all 
qualified officers to attend these schools, there 
might be no impelling need for doing away 
with a General Staff eligible list composed of 
graduates of these schools; however, the size 
of our officer list, the great number of officers 
in the grade of captain and major who are 
reaching an age above that desirable for 
school training, and the limited capacity of 
the schools all combine to restrict opportuni- 
ties afforded our officers and consequently are 
having a bad effect upon the morale. It is 
well known that there are officers qualified by 
experience and special knowledge and capable 
of doing yery good work on the General Staff, 
who because of existing law find themselves 
barred to such details because, through no 
fault of their own, they have been unable 
to attend the course of instruction at the Com- 
mand and General Staff School and thus be 
placed upon the General Staff eligible list. 
The Department believes the interests of the 
Government will be served by amending the 
law 80 as to make possible the selection of 
such officers for detail on the General Staff. 

There is another very important aspect of 
the question. Because selection for detail on 
the General Staff has always been looked upon 
as an important and professionally desirable 
assignment, the majority of our officers make 
the greatest effort to attain eligibility. While 
this has had a beneficial effect in stimulating 
competition among officers, it has also had the 
very undesirable effect of overstressing the 
importance of membership on the General 
Staff eligible list and selection for detail on 
the General Staff. After all, the General Staff 
assignment is not necessarily more important 
than a command assignment, and the existing 
law has unfortunately had the effect of at 
taching greater importance to staff duty than 
to command duty. It appears that it is now 
appropriate to restore the General Staff te 
its proper place by removing the preferential 
consideration which has heretofore been given 
to qualification for and assignment to staf 
duty. One step in the removing of this over 
emphasis would be accomplished through e0 
actment of section 2 of the proposed legislation 
which will eliminate the present law requiring 
the publication in the Army Register of the 
list of officers eligible for General Staff duty. 
This list is not needed administratively, and 
there would appear to be no more reason for 
publishing the fact of such eligibility than 
there is the fact of eligibility for assignment 
to any other important duty, such as com 
mand of a tactical unit or duty with the 
civilian components. 

“Stigma” Of Failure to Attain List 

The War Department is aware that the 
morale of many officers of the Army has 
suffered through the operation of the present 
law. Whether or not it was so intended, 
since the World War, it has become comme? 
for officers to judge success in the military 
service on the basis of whether or not . 
officer has been selected to go to the Comme 
and General Staff School and recommendé 
for the General Staff eligible list. It is my 0 
lief that the enactment of this legislation = 
have a very beneficial effect on the morale @ 
those officers who now find themselves stigme 
tized by the omission of their names from th 
General Staff eligible list, and whose ne 
tion has resulted not from lack of ability an 
merit but from circumstances over which the) 
have no control.

likewise administratively facilitate the selec- 
tion of qualified officers for General Staff duty. 
present laws and War Department policies 
governing selection for General Staff duty 
have been created with a view to securing 
suitable officers for this important duty and 
likewise to distribute such assignments to as 
great a number as possible in order that they 
may be better equipped for greater responsi- 
pilities later in their service career. The De- 
partment desires to have rotation in perform- 
ance of General Staff duty in order to give 
practical experience in General Staff work to 
many Officers. This rotation likewise insures 
that officers on General Staff detail bring to 
their work a fresh viewpoint. We do not 
believe in the professional general-staff type 
such as is common in certain European 
armies where detail in the general staff corps 
jg more or less permanent in character. We 
want our General Staff officers to have a wide 
experience and a practical knowledge of con- 
ditions among the troop units and activities 
of the Army. 

Elimination of the eligible list will be in 
accord with out American concept of the pur 
pose of the General Staff and will facilitate 
rotation of qualified officers on the General 
Staff without in any way sacrificing the pres 
ent standards. Under the proposed legislation 
the War Department would be able to select 
any officer otherwise qualified, without regard 
to any exclusive eligibility conferred by rea 
son of graduation from the schools. These 
selections would be made in exactly the same 
manner as selections are now made for other 
important assignments, such as for the com 
mand of troop units. The officer's record 
would be carefully studied and demonstrated 
eficiency and aptitude would receive proper 
recognition. There would be no necessity for 
establishing a board of officers to administer 
wach assignments any more than there is 
need for a board to administer other assign 
ments of a like important character. The 
existing machinery of the Personne! livision 
of the War Department General Staff can 
adequately supervise the administration of the 
proposed law. 

For the reason that present law is unduly 
restrictive and is having bad effect upon 
morale, and because it has had the tendency 
to over-emphasize the importance of staff 
qualification and assignment, and because the 
emactment of the proposed legislation will con 
tribute to the efficiency of the service as a 
whole, it is recommended that the bill be en- 
acted into law. 

General Lynch then took the stand and 
testified as follows: 


General Lynch Testifies 

General Gasser has given you the point of 
view of the General Staff, which he represents, 
and lam here as Chief of the Infantry, which 
is the largest branch of the Army. I may say 
that for the last several years my office has 
recommended legislation similar to that con 
tained in this bill. 

I wish to submit the following statement I 
ag preared in connection with this legisla 
tion. 

Prior to the World War no eligible list 
«isted. General Staff officers were selected 
m their records and for known fitness for 
the particular job to which they were to be 
‘assigned. Officers so selected functioned effi- 
tently, and by the exercise of ingenuity, 
initiative, and common sense worked out the 
methods now taught at the Command and 
General Staff School without benefit of special 
thooling themselves. It is reasonable to as- 
‘ime that we now have equally capable offi- 
rs among the younger element of our com- 
missioned personnel. 

Under the present system no officer can be 
detailed on the General Staff unless his name 
ls borne on the eligible list. The only method 
of getting the name of a Regular officer on 
this list is graduation from the Command and 
General Staff School, and the facilities of this 

ool are so limited that only a fraction of 
the total number of officers qualified for this 
taining can attend. Only 72 Infantry officers 
‘ould be accommodated at this school last 
yetr, whereas 150 new officers were commis- 
sloned in the Infantry whose chances of ever 
attending the Command and General Staff 
School may be estimated as approximately one 
to two, 

Present policy limits the selection of student 
oficers at the Command and General Staff 
hool to those under 46 years of age; this 
mit is reached by the majority of officers 
ae in the grade of major. Of the present 
st of 1,057 Infantry majors, only 369, or 35 
per cent are on the eligible list. Over 50 per

the Command and General Staff School. No 
such certainty exists, however—in fact it is 
quite certain that no system yet tried or sug- 
gested will result in determining with any 
satisfactory degree of certainty which officers 
of the large number qualified are outstanding. 
In making these selections, the only system 
that offers any semblance of fairness is to 
base them upon the official records of the 
officers concerned as recorded in their effi- 
ciency reports. Were all officers performing 
the same type of duty and were all reporting 
officers of equal liberality or severity in judg- 
ing their subordinates, this system would 
probably result in a fairly accurate record 
of the comparative efficiency of the officers 
reported upon. These conditions do not pre- 
vail, however—officers are engaged in a great 
variety of duties, some of which offer op- 
portunities for conspicuous success, while 
others restrict their efforts to more or less 
fixed or routine duties, such that only failure 
to perform them will attract attention, No 
matter how honest the intentions of reporting 
officers, they are bound to be more influenced 
by the efficiency of an officer serving close to 
them and under constant observation than by 
one some distance removed, whom they see 
at only infrequent intervals. Many reports 
contain the remark: “I do not know this 
officer—report based upon report of staff offi- 
cers,” and the staff officers referred to have 
possibly seen the officer reported upon but 
once or twice during the year. It is notorious 
that certain classes of duty generally bring 
higher ratings than others. 

I desire to give you some idea of the num- 
bers of Infantry officers involved. At present 
a total of 1,522 officers (captains and above) 
are not on the General Staff eligible list. Of 
this number 639 have alrendy exceeded the 
age limit of 46 years and are, therefore, in- 
eligible for attendance at the school or for 
inclusion on the General Staff eligible list. 
The remaining 883 officers will still be eligible 
for selection for the 1930-40 class, which will 
be recommended next October, Assuming that 
the Infantry quota remains the same as for 
1938 (72 officers), it is apparent that only 8 
per cent of the eligible officers can possibly 
attend. It may be stated another way by say- 
ing only 72 Infantry officers of 883 will be 
eligible for inclusion in the General Staff 
eligible list in 1940. 


Competent Officers Excluded 


It is obvious that under existing conditions 
many competent and deserving officers, 
through no fault of their own, pass the age 
limit without being given an opportunity to 
attend the Command and General Staff School. 
In selecting those to attend next year, 162 
officers in the upper-age group had general 
ratings of “superior” and were qualified in 
every respect for selection, yet only 36 of this 
number could be sent. The determination of 
which 36 of the 162 considered had the “best” 
records called for such close decisions that the 
result was anything but satisfactory, 
especially so in view of the fact that it was of 
the most importance to the officers concerned. 
The fact is that a second list could have been 
prepared which would probably have been as 
good as the first. 

The abolition of the eligible list will not in 
itself remedy the situation with regard to 
the selection of students to attend the Com- 
mand and General Staff School, which remains 
a problem meriting deep consideration. The 
objection to the eligible list is that it imposes 
continuing disability on many officers 
throughout the remainder of their service by 
barring them from an important assignment, 
regardless of how well fitted they may have 
demonstrated themselves to be for the duty. 
No other assignment, not even command, is 
hedged about with any such artificial re- 
strictions. Many officers who do not particu- 
larly desire General Staff duty feel, neverthe- 
less, that to be shown in the Army Register 
as not qualified for such an assignment is a 
definite stigma. Not infrequently officers not 
on the eligible list actually perform General 
Staff duties extremely well under the status 
of detail “to duty with” or “attached to” the 
General Staff. The maintenance of the eligible 
list is humiliating to a large number of de- 
serving officers, restricts the War Department 
in selecting suitable officers for certain im- 
portant assignments, and contributes nothing 
to the efficiency of the Army. 

The above discussion is confined to the Gen- 
eral Staff eligible list which restricts the de- 
tail of officers to the General Staff serving 
with troops. A similar situation exists with 
regard to the detail of officers on the War 
Department General Staff which is restricted 
by law to graduates of the Army War Col- 
lege. The same objections exist with regard 
to this restriction as have been stated with re- 
gard to the General Staff eligible list, aggra- 
vated by the fact that less than half the num- 
ber of officers now graduated from the Com- 
mand and General Staff School each year can 
be graduated from the War College, and that 
the large number of officers who entered the 
Army immediately after the World War are 
now approaching the age limit which bars 
them from attending this institution. 


I strongly approve the proposed legisla- 


tion eliminating the restrictions as to details 
on the General Staff, either War Department 
or with troops, and urge its approval. 





Commissioning Thomason Officers 


Changes in AR 605-5, which regulations 
govern the commissioning in the Regular 
Army of the reserve officers training 
under the provisions of the Thomason Act, 
were announced recently. The changes, 
which follow, will be incorporated in the 
next printing of the regulations: 

17. Composition of examining boards.The 
board may be appointed at any convenient 
place where the required number of qualified 
officers may be assembled. The board will 
consist of not less than three experienced 
officers, one of whom, when practicable, shall 
be a medical officer. In case it is not practi- 
cable to have a medical officer on the board, 
the board will require that each applicant 
cause himself to be examined by a medical 
officer of the Army, an officer of the Medical 
Corps Reserve, or other reputable physician, 
and to submit the record of examination to 
the board. Whenever practicable, the mem- 
bers of the board, other than medical, shall 
be officers of the arm or service for which the 
candidate has expressed a choice. Corps area 
commanders are charged with causing suit- 
able officers to be designated as members of 
boards. Should officers not under the jurisdic- 
tion of corps area commanders be needed for 
the purpose they may be detailed with the 
concurrence of the proper officer under whom 
they are serving. 

20. Moral character and general fitness. 
The board will carefully inquire into the 
moral character and general fitness of the ap- 
plicant. The applicant will be required to sub- 
mit to the board letters of recommendation 
from persons in the best position to know 
his reputation. The board will not confine its 
inquiry to the recommendations submitted, 
but will carefully question and judge the ap- 
plicant and will secure any additional in- 
formation from reliable sources that will be 
of value to the board or subsequent boards in 
determining the moral character and general 
fitness for appointment. In addition to moral 
character the board will investigate and ob- 
serve the applicant’s personality, appearance, 
tact, bearing, past experience, and general 
adaptability to the military service. The 
board will constantly bear in mind their ad- 
vantage, which higher authority will not have, 
of personal contact and proximity to the ap- 
plicant’s home and will make full use there- 
of in this examination. The board, in making 
its report, will clearly separate its findings 
as to moral character and as to general fit- 
ness. One of the following terms will be 
used by the preliminary board in rating a 
candidate under the heading of general fit- 
ness: Unsatisfactory, satisfactory, very satis- 
factory, excellent, or superior. 

26. Purpose.—No person will be appointed 
without a thorough final examination to de- 
termine his fitness for appointment and his 
relative order of merit with respect to other 
appointees. The selection of an appointee and 
the final relative standing of the candidate 
will be based on his “figure of merit.” The 
“figure of merit” will be the sum of the final 
grade on the mental examination and such 
numerical evaluation of the general fitness 
rating as may be prescribed by the War De- 
partment. In addition to determining general 
fitness for appointment, the final examination 
must also determine special fitness for ap- 
pointment in various arms or services. Bx- 
aminations to determine special fitness will be 
conducted in accordance with the choices of 
the arm or service elected by the candidate, 
who will not be permitted to elect more than 
two arms or services or to change his choices 
after the examination has been entered upon. 

27. Composition of examining boards.—The 
personnel of examining boards will be se- 
lected by the corps area commander. Each 
board will consist of not less than three offi- 
cers commissioned or detailed in the arms and 
services enumerated in paragraph 2 and in ad- 
dition one, and when practicable two, medical 
officers designated as medical examiners. 
Whenever practicable, the members of the 
board, other than medical, shall be officers 
of the arm or service for which the candidate 
has expressed a choice. All members of the 
board should be experienced officers of not 
less than five years’ commissioned service. 
The junior member of the board, other than 
the medical examiners, will act as recorder. 
Officers serving within a corps area but not 
under the jurisdiction of the commander 
thereof may, when necessary, be utilized as 
members of boards, with the concurrence of 
the proper officer under whom they are serv- 
ing. 

83. Moral character and general fitness.— 
The examination for moral character and gen- 
eral fitness will include a review of the pre- 
liminary examination on this subject and such 
additional examination as will enable the 
board to form an opinion as to whether or not 
the candidate has the moral qualifications, 
adaptability, and aptitude required for a suc- 
cessful career as an officer. The candidate will 
be given an opportunity by the board to 
make any statement he desires relative to any 
unfavorable reports received concerning him, 
provided the reports can be made known to 
him without violation of the confidential na- 
ture thereof. If the board finds a candidate 
disqualified on account of moral character or 








general fitness, he will be so informed, and 
his examination will not be continued unless 
he so requests. Reasons for rejection must be 
so clearly stated in the board's report as to 
establish the reasonableness and propriety 
thereof. Findings as to moral character and 
as to general fitness will be clearly separated 
in the report of the board, One of the fol- 
lowing terms will be used by the final board 
in rating a candidate under the heading of 
general fitness: Unsatisfactory, satisfactory, 
very satisfactory, exeellent, or superior, 

35. Exemptions, shin diies 

a. From both parts I and IT, 

(3) Candidates for commission in the Corps 
of Engineers exclusively who are graduates

62. Corps of Engineers.—a, * * * 

(2) Elective subjects. (As changed by Sec. 
I, Cir. No. 25, 1937 is further changed as fol- 
lows.) 

Electrical Engineering, including direct and 
alternating currents, circuits, and measure- 
ments; electrical mechanics, power plants, 
and the transmission of power; the electrical 
industry, illumination, communications, heat, 
and power. 

These examinations will be equivalent to the 
course of instruction required for the degree 
of Bachelor of Science in Civil (or Mechanical 
or Electrical) Engineering as given in the 
leading engineering institutions In this coun- 
try. The elective examinations in civil engi- 
neering, mechanical engineering, and electrical 
engineering will be 4-hour examinations. The 
examinations in the required subjects ((1) 
above) will be 2-hour examinations. The 
weight of the elective subject ((2) above) will 
be double that of each of the required sub- 
jects. For determination of final relative 
standing of candidates in the mental exami- 
nation, the following weights will be assigned 
the various parts thereof: Part I, final ex- 
amination, 10; Part IT. final examination, 20; 
professional examination, 70.

Ohanges in regulations affecting the 
training of troops with light machine 
guns have aroused considerable interest 
throughout the Army. 


The changes will be incorporated in the 
new printing of AR 35-2380 and AR 775- 
10, as follows: 

1. AR 35-2380.—Paragraph 3b as amended 
by Section II, Circular No. 56 and Section I, 
Circular No. 84, War Department, 1937, is 
rescinded and the following substituted there- 
for:

Congressional Air Hearing 


The only testimony taken by the avia- 
tion subcommittee of the House Military 
Affairs Committee in its announced in- 
vestigation into the “efficiency of military 
aviation” was from a 23-year-old pilot 
who fought with the Government forces 
in the Spanish civil war. 

The subcommittee on Thursday heard 
Albert J. Baumler, of Trenton, N. J., 
formerly a student at the U. 8S. Army Air 
Corps Training Center and later with the 
Spanish Loyalist air forces where he was 
credited with shooting down six Rebel 
planes, tell of his experiences in the War 
and of the status of aviation of both sides. 
The pilot said that he participated in 
three major battles during his war ser- 
vice, Guadalajara, the Siege of Bilbao 
and Brunete. 

Ile gave an eye witness account of the 
first mentioned engagement, declaring 
that a superior air force turned the tide 
of battle for the Loyalist side although it 
was inferior in ground troops. Franco’s 
troops, superior in artillery and tanks, he 
said, drove the Government army before 
it for the first two days of the battle, 
March 8 and 9, 1937. Weather conditions, 
during these two days, kept aircraft on 
the ground but on the third day, he said, 
the Government air force went into ac- 
tion and their bombing and strafing broke 
down the offensive, finally turning the en- 
gagement into a rout on March 18, At one 
time, he added, there were 200 to 225 
planes engaged in combat in the air, when 
the Rebel air force challenged the Gov- 
ernment control of the air. 

The Government side, Mr. Baumler 
stated, had control of the air for a period 
of several months in 1937, until a con- 
siderable number of Messerschmidt 
planes were furnished the Franco force 
by Germany. These were superior to any- 
thing else in Spain, he stated. Expressing 
the opinion that if the Government side 
could regain its air superiority, it would 
win the war, the pilot stated that he be- 
lieved that infantry was still the “queen 
of battle’ and that aircraft was one of 
the component parts of an army which, 
however, could turn the tide of battle un- 
der certain circumstances. 

Mr. Baumler said there was no em- 
ployment of aircraft as a director of artil- 
lery fire, while he was in Spain. None of 
the Government planes, he said, were 
then equipped with radio. The Rebel 
Army, he stated, had two kinds of anti- 
aircraft, Italian and German, adding that 
the latter was much more efficient than 
either the Italian or the Russian guns used 
by his side. Flying pursuit ships at about 
9,000 feet, he stated, he had little fear of 
antiaircraft fire although above or below 
this altitude they were much more effec- 





tive. He did not fly in any bombers while 
in Spain, he added. 

Discussing the question of camouflaging 
aircraft, Mr. Baumler said that the prac- 
tice of setting up “decoy” planes and air 
fields was practiced with considerable 
success, Cardboard planes and old trucks 
were set up on fields near the real air 
bases and often drew the bombs of enemy 
planes instead of the real thing, he said. 

Asked as to any other Americans with 
Spanish Government air forces, Mr. 
Baumler said that there were three in 
combat units while he was attached to the 
Army. One of these was a veteran who had 
learned to fly with the Royal Air Force, 
another was a Naval Academy graduate, 
trained at Kelly Field and Pensacola, and 
the other was Harold Dahl, whose case 
has been much in the newspapers. Pilots 
without military experience, even though 
they had had considerable commercial 
service, were not used in combat flying, he 
said. He stated that he considered the 
latest type American planes and Ameri- 
can pilots to be superior to any he saw in 
Spain. 





Promotion of Enlisted Men 


Pending the printing of changes in AR 
615-395, April 5, 1930, paragraph 5c of 
those regulations has been changed as 
follows: 

c. No enlisted man will be promoted after 
his application for retirement has left the 
post for action of the War Department. No 
man eligible for retirement within 1 year 
will be promoted to any of the first four 
grades unless he has had service during the 
4 years immediately preceding promotion as 
follows:

Name New Flying Field 

The War Department has announced 
that the Air Corps flying field at Fort 
Lewis, Wash., has been named “Gray 
Field,” in memory of the late Capt. Haw- 
thorne C. Gray, army aeronaut who lost 
his life during a free balloon flight from 
Scott Field, Lll., Nov. 4, 1927. 

Captain Gray was especially interested 
in studying atmospheric conditions at 
high altitudes, to ascertain, if possible, 
the effects of rarefied atmosphere on the 
human body and coincidental physiologi- 
cal reactions. During 1927, he made three 
balloon flights with these objects in view. 
On his first flight on March 9, he reached 
an altitude of 28,510 feet and broke the 
American free balloon altitude record. On 
his second flight on May 4, 1927, ascended 
in his balloon to 42,470 feet, the highest 
altitude ever attained by man in any type 
of aircraft, airplane or balloon, up to 
that time. 

His last balloon ascent on Nov. 4, 
proved fatal. Captain Gray's body was 
found in the balloon basket which was 
looped in a tree in the mountains in the 
vicinity of Sparta, Tenn. It could only 
be surmised, after closely examining his 
log, his barograph and the various other 
instruments, that during the course of his 
descent earthward, after passing the 39,- 
000 foot level, his oxygen supply became 
exhausted, causing his death.

Naval Hospitalization 

The Secretary of the Navy has pub 
lished two recent decisions by the 
Navy Department on questions involving 
the hospitalization of Retired personnel, 
Fleet Reservists, Naval Reservists on ae 
tive duty, and their families. 

The decisions follow: 

“Hospitalization in certain designated 
naval hospitals is authorized for the de. 
pendents of retired personnel and of en- 
listed men transferred to the Fleet Naval 
Reserve and Fleet Marine Corps Reserve 
after 16 or 20 years of naval service, sub- 
ject to the same restrictions and require 
ments in all respects as now apply to de 
pendents of naval personnel on the active 
list. In case facilities at any hospital be. 
come overtaxed, preference is to be given 
dependents of personnel on the active list, 
other considerations being equal.” 

The second decision reads: 

“Hospitalization in certain designated 
naval hospitals is authorized for the de 
pendents of Naval Reserve and Marine 
Corps Reserve personnel on active duty, 
regardless of the duration of such em- 
ployment or of the nature of the duties as- 
signed, under the same restrictions and 
conditions in all respects as now apply 
to the authorized hospitalization of de 
pendents of naval personnel on the active 
list. 

“In case facilities at any designated 
naval hospital become overtaxed, prefer- 
ence shall be given in the following order, 
other conditions being equal: (1) depen 
dents of naval personnel on the active 
list; (2) dependents of personnel on the 
retired list; (3) dependents of enlisted 
personnel transferred to the Fleet Naval 
Reserve after 16 or 20 years of naval ser 
vice; (4) dependents of Naval Reserve 
and Marine Corps Reserve personnel 
when such personnel are employed 
active duty.”

An impressive ' presentation of: relief 
needs-was made this week by Relief Di- 
rector ‘Hopkins before the House ‘Ap- 
propriations Committee. He insisted that 
during the next seven months a billion 
and a quarter dollars could be spent in 
the interest of the unemployed ‘and the 
Government as well, Unless the “shot in 
the arm,” which the President’s leading- 
spending program contemplates, is suc- 
cessfu! in reviving business, it is forecast 
that relief must continue during the com- 
ing winter and spring, so that the next 
Congress, assembling in January, will 
have to make another appropriation for 
relief approximating three quarters of a 
billion, Besides the money disbursed for 
the WPA, the President wants a billion 
dollars for loans to states and municipal- 


ities. Senator Glass and other budget- 
balancing Senators are waging war 


against this proposal, claiming it is un- 
necessary in view of the authorization to 
the RFC to make loans up to a billion 
and a half. With numerous restrictions, 
the WIA will be voted the money recom- 
mended by the President, but there is no 
certainty that the state and city loan 
project will be approved, in spite of execu- 
tive pressure. Senator Glass and those 
who feel as he does, argue that the RFC 
under its broad authority can lend to the 
states and cities as well as to business, 
and that therefore, direct loans to such 
political organizations are duplicative and 
unnecessary. The fact that Vice. Presi- 
dent Garner is opposed to this form of 
loans will increase the opposition to them 
which is. rapidly .growing in the two 
Houses, The press of the country | is 
sharply critical of the President's pro- 
gram, and business is not looking upon 
it with favor. The Conference on the 
Tax bill is deadlocked because ofthe 
refusal of the House conferees to accept 
the Senate elimination of the surplus 
profits tax andthe modifications ‘that 
Ohamber made in the capital gains tax. 
The Senate managersare urging that their 
House colleagues submit the differences to 
the House, for instructions, but, inspired 
by the President, the latter are refusing. 
The cynics are recalling the time when 
the President, finding differences between 
the Senate and House, would direct the 
conferees to refer them to the latter body 
for its decision, and that decision always 
supported the position he had taken. 
llowever, times have changed, and a spirit 
of, independence is rife in Congress. 
Further credit inflation was created 
with the decision of the Treasury De- 
partment not to engage in further steril- 
ization of gold, and the transfer of the 
gold in the sterilization fund to the 
Treasury fund for use in meeting the 
ordinary expenses of the Government. 
There is no likelihood that Congress will 
act upon the Vresident’s recommendation 
regarding the taxation of all future is- 
sues of Governments, It is recalled that 
President Wilson, who created 25 billions 
in national debt during the World War, 
was exceedingly careful about issuing tax 
exempt securities. In 1920, only $8,112,- 
000,000 of wholly tax exempt securities 
were outstanding. The Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration has Issued some 48 billions in 
wholly or partly tax exempt bonds and 
notes. Determined efforts are being made 
by the President to obtain House action 
upon the wage-hour bill. A bill, acceptable 
to both factions of Organized Labor, has 
been reported by the House Labor Com- 
mittee, but the Rules Committee still has 
a majority opposed to a rule for its con- 
sideration. A movement among repub- 
lican members of the House is in progress 





to force consideration of the bill, which, 
if: successful, will cause some of their 
representatives upon the Rules Commit- 
tee, to vote with the democrats in favor of 
the rule. In such case, action upon the 
bill -would take place. In spite of the 
maneuvers in progress, it is regarded as 
exceedingly doubtful if the measure will 
come before the House especially in view 
of the purpose of the leaders to have 
Congress adjourn between May 15 and 
June 1, 

A great deal of comment has been 
nroused by the invitation of the President 
to Henry Ford to call at the White House. 
A consistent opponent of the New Deal 
and its policies, Mr. Ford can be relied 
upon to express frankly his views upon 
the depression and his proposals for its 
remedy. However, no one anticipates, 
whatever Mr. Ford may say, that the 
President will abandon any of his reform 
policies, including that for the control of 
monopolies, 





Merchant Marine 


The United States Maritime Commis- 
sion is completing a series of Port Au- 
thority Conferences that have covered 
every phase of maritime activity on every 
coast of the United States, 

The last of these’ conferences is ex- 
pected to be held at Baltimore April 27, 
following which the Maritime Commis- 
sion will undertake the enormous task of 
compiling the information gleaned from 
ship owners ard shippers in every sec- 
tion of the country relative to the needs 
of the nation’s merchant marine. 

Maritime officials said this week that 
these conferences were necessary in order 
that the Commission become acquainted 
with the merchant marine problem in de- 
tail, so as to provide a working basis for 
a planned arrangement of the nation’s 
merchant marine whereby the shipown- 
ers of America will be enabled to com- 
pete with foreign shipping. 

At’ these Port ‘Authority Conferences, 
Maritime officials have discussed the 
needs of every port in the United States 
and in their report they will make recom- 
mendations concerning the subsidization 
of some ports to enable them to better 
care for American shipping fleets, the re- 
arrangement of trade routes to enable 
shippers to use American bottoms, and 
the curtailment of other ports whose im- 
portance has dropped. 


Scouting Force Patrol Planes 


Rear Admiral Adolphus Andrews, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, who 
early this summer will take over com- 
mand of the Scouting Force with the 
rank of vice admiral, this week expressed 
his personal satisfaction with the redis- 
tribution of the Scouting Force, effected 
last year, whereby the destryores former- 
ly attached to the force were replaced by 
long range patrol planes. 

The critique of the maneuvers of the 
United States Fleet during Fleet Prob- 
lem 19, is expected to reveal the actual 
value of the new arrangement inasmuch 
as this is the first time that the Scouting 
Force has participated in the annual ma- 
neuvers without destroyer components. 

If the critique reveals satisfactory per- 
formance of the new arrangement the 
Navy expects to rush construction of 
speedy patrol plane tenders, designed 
especially for this type work. 

Navy officials this week declared that 
the service at present has no tenders that 
even approach the desired type. These 
same sources pointed out that the Navy 
has never built an aircraft tender, and 
that the ones in use were all converted 
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from other type ships. 

Even considering that the Navy is now 
building one tender, it was stated that 
with no previous experience there will 
doubtlessly be a great deal of adjust- 
ment necessary before an ideal type can 
be evolved and enough construction 
started to provide for the needs of the 
patrol planes of the fleet. 

In his statement before the House 
Naval Affairs Committee on Feb. 1, 1938, 
Admiral William D. Leahy, Chief of 
Naval Operations, made the following re- 
marks concerning the need for patrol 
plane tenders. “It is my considered 
opinion at the present time that the most 
urgent improvement in the Nation’s air 
defense is an increase in the number of 
naval patrol planes and their tenders.” 

The Vinson bill provides for the con- 
struction of 4 large patrol plane teriders, 
capable of servicing 24 patrol planes, and 
7 small tenders capable of servicing 12 
patrol planes. 

The large seaplane tender is designed 
to serve as a floating base, permitting the 
planes to operate anywhere away from a 
regular shore air station. It permits the 
patrol planes, which are part of the fleet. 
to accompany the fleet wherever it may 
go. Patrol planes are not carried by the 
tender but fly from one position to 
another. The tender can, however, hoist 
planes on its deck for repairs and it ean 
pick up damaged planes. 

The tender now building provides bar- 
racks for the crews of the planes and 
provides all the facilities for the per- 
sonnel that any large ship has. It also 
earries gasoline, bombs. stores, spare 
parts for the nlanes and can make all 
necessary renairs short of complete re- 
building, which can only be done at a 
shore base. 

The seven small seanlane tenders 
asked for in the Vinson bill wonld he the 
first of the tyne ever constructed by the 
Navv and are designed to serve as a tend- 
er for one squadron of patrol planes. 
They mav operate in conjunction with a 
large tender, and serve as pick up vessels 
for the larger brood ships. They are also 
usefnl guards in mass ever-water flights 
and are more economical to onerate than 
larve tenders and with their smaller’size 
and licht weight they can enter’ small 
harhors that are impassable ‘to large 
tenders. 

The small tenders would he of abont 
1650 tons licht disniacement and would 
have a sneed of 20 knots. 

The Navy considers both these tyne 
tenders menty fast enough to operate 
with the fleet. 





Current American Shipbuilding 

On March 1, 1938, American shipyards 
were building or had under contract to 
build for private shipowners, exclusive of 
vessels previously launched 152 vessels 
aggregating 368,079 gross tons, compared 
with 148 vessels aggregating 367,604 gross 
tons on Feb. 1, 1938. The following sum- 
mary, compiled by the Bureau of Marine 


Inspection and Navigation, Department 
of Commerce, shows the number of vessels 
of steel and wood of 100 gross tons and 
over, under construction or contract for 
private shipowners on March 1, 1938:

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Regular Army Reserve 
Authorized 


Reestablishment of the Regular Army 
Reserve Was approved by Congress this 
week, authorizing the enlistment of 
jonorably discharged Army enlisted men 
into a force that would be readily avail- 
able to fill out skeletonized units in an 
emergency. 

Enlistments in the Reserve will be 
started July 1, it is said, in accordance 
with regulations now being drafted. 
Then men leaving the service and recom- 
mended for enrollment in the Reserve, as 
well as those who have been discharged 
recently, will be urged to enlist. For mere- 
ly keeping the War Department informed 
of their address and remaining subject 
to call in an emergency, men accepted in 
the Reserve will be paid $24 a year and 
gs bonus when called to active duty. The 
amount of this bonus depends on their 
length of service in the Reserve, amount- 
ing to $3 a month for each month of ser- 
vice, but not to exceed $150. 

Under the terms of the bill, enlisted 
men who have been honorably discharged 
and are under 36 years of age may be en- 
rolled in the Reserve and reenlisted as 
long as they are under that age. It is 
planned to take in men not now in the 
vrvice who have been discharged in the 
recent past, but how far back the Depart- 
ment will go is not yet decided. The text 
of the bill, which is now before the Presi- 
dent, awaiting his signature, follows: 

fe it enacted, ete., That section 30 of the 
National Defense Act of June 3, 1916, as 
amended, be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by striking out the same and inserting the 
following in lieu thereof: 

Sec. 30. The Regular Army Reserve Under 
sich reguiations as the President may pre- 
wribe there shall be organized and main- 
tained as a part of the Regular Army and in 
addition to the authorized strength thereof 
otherwise provided a Regular Army Reserve. 
Any person who has served in the Regular 
Amy and who has been honorably dis- 
charged therefrom, and who is less than 36 
years of age may, under regulation prescribed 
ly the President, be reenlisted for the Regu- 
ar Army Reserve. Each soldier thus reen- 
listed shall be entitled to receive, during 
ech year of his service in the Regular Army 
Reserve, an enlistment allowance of $24 per 
moum payable in installments under such 
rgulations and conditions as the President 
may prescribe. Service in the Regular Army 
Reserve not on active duty shall confer no 
right to pay, longevity pay retirement or re- 
tired pay or any other emoluments upon mem- 
ers thereof except as provided in this sec- 
ton; and members of the Regular Army Re- 
wrve shall become entitled to pensions only 
due to disability incurred while on active 
uty in the service of the United States. 
Active duty for such purposes shall be 
demed to begin on the date of acceptance 
for such duty following compliance with the 
order to report for active duty and shall 
trminate when relieved or discharged from 
wich duty. Members of the Regular Army Re-

Naval Chairman to Quit 


Announcement was made this week that 
Representative William B. Umstead, D. of 
N. C., chairman of the House subcom- 
mittee on naval appropriations, will retire 
from Congress at the end of this session. 

During consideration of the conference 
report op the 19839 Naval supply bill in 
the House, April 21, various House leaders 
gave high praise to the services of the 
North Carolinian in handling the naval 
appropriation bills the past several years. 

In line to succeed Mr. Umstead next 
year as chairman of the important naval 
subcommittee is Representative William 
R. Thom, D. of Ohio. Next in line is 
Representative James G. Scrugham, D. of 
Nev., followed by Representatives J. 0. 
Fernandez, D. of La., and Joseph Casey, 
D. of Mass. 








Pictures Requested 


The Submarine Base at New London, 
Conn., has requested the loan of photo- 
graphs of early types of United States 
submarines, together with anything un- 
usual concerning them. It is felt that the 
desired pictures will be found in the pos- 
session of Naval Officers who formerly 
served on these ancient craft. A very 
unusual photograph was forwarded re- 
cently for copying to the Submarine Base. 
It showed the launching of the A-3 from 
the deck of the USS Hector in 1915, when 
the submarine was skidded off the deck 
of the collier into the water. 

The photographs should be forwarded 
to the Commanding Officer, Submarine 
Base, and as soon as they have been 
copied, the originals will be returned to 
those who are kind enough to lend them. 





Pension Bill Passes House 


The House, April 18, passed legislation 
providing that deaths or disabilities in- 
curred while on leave are “in line of 
duty” and therefore pensionable under 
the peace-time pension laws. 

Under existing law, if an officer or en- 
listed man of the Regular Services is 
killed or disabled while on leave of ab- 
sence or furlough, he or his dependents 
are not entitled to a pension from the 
Government. The present bill, which is 
recommended by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, will place such deaths or disabili- 
ties in the same category as those occur- 
ring while on duty. The bill now goes to 
the Senate for action. Because of an ob- 
jection raised on the floor as to the pos- 
sible effect of the last three words in the 
bill—“and so forth,” they were stricken 
from the bill. Omission of the phrase, 
however, has no effect, it was stated. 

Consideration of HR 8763, to allow the 
war-time pension rates to personnel killed 
or disabled in the Panay disaster and 
other incidents in the Far Eastern con- 
flict, was blocked in the House immedi- 
ately after the “line of duty” bill was ap- 
proved. The House was taking up legis- 
lation under unanimous consent pro- 
cedure. 


Good-Will Cruise Announced 


The Navy Department announces that 
the gunboat Erie will leave Balboa, C. Z., 
April 27 on a “good-will cruise” to South 
and Central American ports. The Erie, 
flagship of Rear Adm. Yancey 8S. Wil- 
liams, commander, Special Service Squad- 
ron, will return to the Canal Zone, July 
21, 








Approve General Pershing Bill 

The House this week passed legisla- 
tion extending the provisions of the Act 
of March 26, 1934, which compensates 
Government personnel serving in foreign 
countries for losses in foreign exchange 
resulting from the United States aban- 
doning the gold standard, to General John 
J. Pershing, General of the Armies of the 
United States. 

Administrative officers of the Govern- 
ment had held that General Pershing, 
while in France in connection with the 
Battle Monuments Commission, came 





under the provisions of the Act, but the 
Comptroller General ruled otherwise. 
The present bill, which has already the 
approval of the Senate and now goes to 
the President, would validate those pay- 
ments. 





DFC to Colonel Olds 
Lt. Col. Robert Olds, AC, USA, who 
commanded the “good-will flight” of the 
Army Air Corps to South America re- 
cently, will be awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross, it was announced yester- 
day. 





Savannah to Stage Fleet Week 

The USS Savannah, named in honor of 
that famous old seaport Savannah, 
Georgia, will pay its first visit to its home 
city April 25th and will remain for about 
a week, 

During the visit of the cruiser, in keep- 
ing with an age old custom, she will be 
presented with a handsome silver service 
bearing the great seal of the United 
States Navy and of the City of Savannah. 
This silver service will be presented to 
Captain R, C. Giffen, USN, the command- 
ing officer by a committee of Savannah 
school children. 

Mayor R. M. Hiteh has invited the 
Senators and Congressmen, and the Gov- 
ernor of Georgia to be present at this 
time, also several high officials of the Na- 
tional Government, Army and Navy. 


Move Alaskan Radio Station 


The Tlouse passed, April 18 and sent 
to the President, a bill to authorize the 
War Department to exchange its present 
site of an Army Radio Station in Alaska 
for a nearby location. The antennas of 
the present site interfere with an adjoin- 
ing commercial aviation field and under 
the bill approved this week the aviation 
company would exchange another tract 
for the present site and move the build- 
ings to the new site without cost to the 
yovernment, 








Enlarge GS Duty Requirements 


Legislation making service of Regular 
Army officers with the National Guard, 
Organized Reserves and ROTC count as 
command duty for eligibility for service 
with the General Staff was passed by the 
Hlouse this week and sent to the Presi- 
dent for signature. 

The bill, sponsored by the War De- 
partment and advocated by the National 
Guard Association and the Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Association, will enable officers on 
duty with the Guard ROTC and the ORC 
to be immediately assigned to General 
Staff assignments. An amendment pro- 
posed by the House Military Committee, 
placing ROTC duty in the same category 
as National Guard or Reserve duty, was 
approved by the House April 18 and ac- 
cepted by the Senate the following day. 

The text of the bill as passed follows: 

Be it enacted, ete., That the fifth sentence 
of section 4 (c) of the act entitled “An act 
for making further and more effectual provi- 
sion for the national defense, and for other 
purposes,” approved June 3, 1916, as amended 
by the act of June 4, 1920, be, and the same is 
hereby, further amended to read as follows: 
“In time of peace no officer of the line shall 
be or remain detailed as a member of the 
General Staff Corps unless he has served for 
2 of the next preceding 6 years in actual com- 
mand of, or on duty other than General Staff 
duty, with troops of one or more of the com- 
batant arms or as instructor with the Na- 
tional Guard, Organized Reserves, Reserve 
Officers Training Corps, and in time of peace 
every officer serving in a grade below that of 
brigadier general shall perform duty with 
troops of one or more of the combatant arms 
for at least 1 year in everp period of 5 con- 
secutive years, except that officers of less 
than 1 year’s commissioned service in the 
Regular Army may be detailed as students at 
service schools: Provided, That an officer 
commissioned in a staff corps shall not be or 
remain detailed as a member of the General 
Staff Corps unless he has served for 1 of the 
next preceding 5 years with troops of one or 
more of the combatant arms or as instructor 
with the National Guard, Organized Reserves, 
or Reserve Officers’ Training Corps.”

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Naval Expansion Bill 

Passage of the Naval expansion bill by 
a wide margin of votes is expected in the 
Senate next week just as soon as oppo- 
nents of the measure conclude their 
lengthy speeches, 

The measure was taken up Tuesday 
when the Senate convened for the week 
and debated on Wednesday and Thursday 
up until adjournment over until next 
week. All of the committee amendments 
were agreed to except the one eliminating 
the $3,500,000 dirigible, which was left for 
later consideration. 

Several important amendments were 
recommended by the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee. They provide: 

Enlargement of the capital ship and 
aircraft carrier tonnage authorized to 
provide for three 45,000-ton battleships 
instead of 35,000-ton craft and two 20,000- 
ton instead of 15,000-ton carriers. 

Provision for 26 smaller auxiliary ships 
instead of the 22 larger craft authorized 
by the House. This amendment, recom- 
mended by the Navy Department. pro- 
vides three destroyer tenders of 9,000 tons 
each, two submarine tenders of 9,000 tons 
each, three large seaplane tenders of 
slightly more than 8,000 tons each, seven 
small seaplane tenders of 1,650 tons each, 
a repair ship of 9,500 tons, four oil tankers 
of 8,000 tons each, a mine layer of 6,000 
tons, three ‘mine sweepers of 7,000 tons 
each, and two fleet tugs of 1,250 tons each. 

Klimination of the section inserted by 
the House providing $30,000,000 for ex- 
perimentation in various types of vessels 
and air craft, including construction of a 
dirigible, and substitution therefor of the 
$15,000 provision for experimentation in 
small patrol vessels or “mosquito” craft, 
as recommended by the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Provision that the terms of the Walsh- 
Healy Act shall apply to ship construc- 
tion contracts, 

The committee report contained a state- 
meut by the Navy Department answering 
a number of questions which have been 
raised during the consideration of the 
bill 

In the statement, an answer was given 
to the often repeated charges that recent 
tests of bombing of the old battleship 
Utah showed that battleships were vul- 
nerable to aircraft bomb attack. The De- 
partment said: 

This bombing was part of a routine joint 
training exercise to investigate the problem of 
coast defense against attack from overseas 
and was designed to give Army aircraft an 
opportunity to bomb a maneuvering ship 
target. 

The value of such an exercise rested pri- 
marily in the benefits to be derived from co- 
ordination of command and communication 
functions and from practical study of the 
tactical coordination problems of Army and 
Navy air units in offshore operations. The 
actual bombing of a moving target by Army 
aircraft served simply to give reality to the 
problem, to provide training for Army pilots, 
and to obtain an indication of the degree of 
accuracy, in target-practice bombing, of which 
Army aircraft are capable. There was abso- 
lutely no test contemplated or made of the 
effectiveness, in terms of damage, of any bomb 
on any ship. The bombs were standard 
target-practice bombs of the sort the Navy 
has used for a number of years, on moving 
ship targets. These bombs consist of com- 
paratively small, tin, bomb-shaped containers 
filled with water to make them fall like gen- 
vine bombs. They are normally employed 
during training as a measure of economy and 
to minimize the risk of injury to personnel 
on or near the target, Comparatively large 
numbers can be carried on a single flight. 

The Utah is an ex-battleship, laid down in 
1909 and demilitarized in 1931, She was re- 
tained in partial commission, with a small 
crew, for special use in connection with vari- 
ous forms of target-practice experimentation, 
including all manner of tests as well as air- 
craft bombing. * * * there was nothing in any 
way unique about the bombing of the Utah 
last August. Furthermore, it could and did 
indicate only one thing; the bombing acecu- 
racy, under peacetime target-practice condi- 
tions, of those Army aireraft which took part 
in the exercises, * * * 

While it is not advisable to state the exact 
percentage of hits made by the Army bomb- 
ers, there is no reason why the subject can- 
not be freely discussed in general terms, The 
Army’s bombing was very creditable, but not 
remarkable. Their accuracy approximated 
that of naval aircraft under similar conditions 
although the Navy has had much more experi- 
ence in this kind of bombing, * * * Neverthe- 
less, percentages were low. * * * This par- 
ticular bombing exercise proved nothing new, 
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a foregone conclusion since tests similar in 
all respects have been routine in the Navy for 
years. This bombing exercise simply con- 
firmed what was known before the demon- 
stration: Ships can be hit by aircraft bombs. 
But this, in itself, has no conclusive bearing 
on the effect of aircraft bombs. The only con- 
clusions, also already known, that is really 
supported by the tests is that is impossible, 
even under the best of conditions, to make 
more than a small percentage of bombing 
hits on a maneuvering vessel. 

In order further to clarify the apparent 
confusion between target-practice results and 
destruction possibilities, it is desirable to 
emphasize certain pertinent points, First, it 
is inadvisable to draw positive conclusions 
from the fact that certain bomb-damage tests, 
as distinct from bombing-accuracy tests, have 
in the past been carried to destruction in the 
case of very old and inadequately protected 
battleships. Experimental work such as this, 
intended primarily to learn the effects of 
bomb explosions and to determine how best 
to modify ship design so as to resist these 
effects, has, like bombing accuracy, no con- 
clusive bearing on what is to be expected in 
an actual engagement. When a modern bat- 
tleship’s position is known and fixed, and 
sufficient bombers are free to continue their 
bombing indefinitely with no interference 
from distance, weather, antiaircraft fire, or 
opposing aircraft, then, and only then, may 
it reasonably be assumed that the ship’s de- 
struction is highly probable. While all that 
is needed is enough bombs, large enough and 
in the right places, the same sort of thing 
applies to attack by any weapon on any tar- 
get, so that this alone cannot prove undue 
vulnerability. With sufficiently ideal condi- 
tions, a battleship can sink a fleet, but no- 
body counts on this. 

In other words, neither peacetime bombing 
accuracy nor peacetime damage tests can 
give us more than elementary data on single 
factors from which the complete picture can- 
not be properly evaluated. Peacetime bomb- 
ing accuracy, like peacetime gunnery ac- 
curacy, will fall off tremendously in actual 
battle. There is no way to tell whether bomb- 
ing or gunnery will be the more seriously 
affected, but it is reasonable to suppose that 
the reduction in accuracy of the two types 
of weapons will be comparable. As it stands, 
the peacetime accuracy is, roughly, the same 
for both under conditions which most nearly 
approximate probable wartime ranges and al- 
titudes. The slight advantage that may exist 
in bombing accuracy will tend to be balanced 
by the probably somewhat greater damage 
effect of the major projectile as compared 
with the large bomb. In any case, greatly 
reduced accuracy in battle for any weapon 
must be accepted as a certainty. 





Air-Fed Cavalry 

Brig. Gen. Ben Lear, Commanding 
General, Ist Cavalry Division, Fort Bliss, 
Texas, has reported to the War Depart- 
ment that the test being conducted of 
nerial delivery of supplies to a cavalry 
detachment has thus far proved an out- 
standing success, Food, hay, grain, and 
wood were dropped from the air to the 
detachment. Two eggs out of four dozen 
dropped to soldiers were cracked. One 
parachute out of twenty failed to open. 
Otherwise the supplies were delivered 
intact. 

The tests which will be continued for 
several days are being held in the Big 
Ben district in the vicinity of Balmorhea, 
Texas. The 1st Platoon, Troop A, 8th 
Cavalry, consisting of 30 men and horses 
is assumed to be completely isolated and 
must receive its food, forage and fuel by 
air. The platoon is in a mountainous 
region where it is impossible for an air- 
plane to land. It is necessary for more 
than 1,000 pounds of supplies to be 
dropped daily from a B-10 bomber. All 
supplies, except hay and wood, are 
dropped in special containers, supported 
by individal parachutes. 

General Lear’s telegram to the War 
Department reporting the result of the 
first day’s test follows: 

“The following supplies were delivered by 
air to cavalry platoon today: 490 pounds of 
hay, 300 pounds of oats, 200 pounds of wood 
and 160 pounds of rations. The rations con- 
sisted of 8 cans of applesauce, 9 pounds of 
bacon, 12 pounds of corned beef, 32 pounds 
of bread, 3 pounds of butter, 4 dozen eggs, 
14 pounds of smoked ham, 20 pounds of pota- 
toes, two packages of raisins, 5 pounds of 
onions, 36 oranges, 4 pounds of coffee, 6 cans 
of corn, two cans of jam, 8 cans of milk, 6 
cans of peas and 3 cans of tomatoes. 

“The test was highly satisfactory. The 
time required for dropping 20 bundles was 50 
minutes. The condition of packages and con- 
tents was excellent except in one case where 
the parachute failed to open. Only two eggs 
were cracked out of four dozen delivered. 
Bales of hay and wood were delivered with- 
out parachutes. The altitude of the plane was 





about 400 feet. Aim of Captain D. W. Mahue, 
pilot of the plane, was excellent. All but 
three of the bundles were dropped within 300 
yards of panel.” 





AC Enlisted Increase 

Increase of the authorized enlisted 
strength of the Air Corps from 16,000 to 
21,500 was approved by the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee this week. 

The increase would be accomplished 
within the 280,000 total authorized en- 
listed strength of the Army, and would 
not change that maximum. It is hoped, 
however, that the actual strength of the 
Army, as fixed by annual appropriations, 
will be enlarged to permit the addition 
without curtailing the other arms and 
services. Next year’s appropriation bill, 
as amended by the Senate, anticipates 
passage of the authorization and pro- 
vides for 168,436 men. 

The actual possible enlisted increase 
in Air Corps strength under the bill, 
would be from 18,400, its present strength, 
to 24,725, under the discretionary author- 
ity of Sec. 4c of the National Defense, 
which permits any branch to be increased 
or decreased by the Secretary of War up 
to 15 per cent of its authorized strength. 
Maj. EK. E. Adler, (AC) GSC, of the War 
Department General Staff, told the eomé 
mittee that the latest study of the en- 
listed needs of the Air Corps, based on 
2,320 authorized plane strength, con- 
cluded that a minimum strength of 24,- 
988 was required. 

Representative Maverick, D. of Tex., 
asked Major Adler during the hearing, 
whether or not he believed antiaircraft 
should not be under the Air Corps. 

“As a member of the General Staff,” 
was the reply, “I must say that the War 
Department believes that antiaircraft 
should stay where it is. However, as an 
Air Corps officer I would express a dif- 
ferent opinion. I have always held that 
aircraft and antiaircraft, being compli- 
mentary services, should be together.” 





Would Dispose of Army Stations

Lighting of Air Fields 

Army Regulations 95-35 and subsequent 
Circular No, 88 (1937) dealing with the 
operation of lighting systems were 
changed this week as follows: 

9. Operation of lighting system. 

b. In the continental limits of the Unite 
States, the following lights will be kept burn. 
ing continuously from one-half hour after 
sunset to one-half hour before sunrise, and 
at all other times when poor visibility re- 
quires the use of lights for safe air navigg- 
tion: 

(1) Outline lights. 

(2) Obstruction lights. 

(3) Wind direction indicator lights. 

(4) Beacon, 

(5) Dangerous area lights. 

(6) Best approach lights. 

Specific exceptions when conditions warrant 
may be authorized by the Chief of the Air 
Corps. 

e. In foreign possessions, the requirements 
for lighting will be as prescribed by the de- 
partment commander.

Oxygen at High Altitudes 

The War Department regulation requir- 
ing the use of oxygen in airplanes flying 
at heights greater than 15,000 feet was 
broadened this week to require also that 
oxygen must be used in planes flying be 
tween 12,000 and 15,000 feet for periods 
of two hours or more and in planes flying 
from 10,000 to 12,000 feet for periods of 
six hours or longer. The new requiremeit, 
which takes the place of the present para- 
graph 29a, AR 95-15, reads as follows: 

a. Except in urgent, unforeseen emergencies 
all personnel will use artificial oxygen at all 
times while participating in flight above 1b 
000 feet. Artificial oxygen will also be used 
when remaining at an altitude below 1, 
feet but in excess of 12,000 feet for periods of 
two hours or longer duration and when par 
ticipating in flights below 12,000 feet but at 
or in excess of 10,000 feet for periods of 4 
hours or longer duration.
